STRENGTHENING HER ARMY cunwe) qyiity

WASHINGTON, Oct, 10—Secretary of War Garrison's 
pronosed program for the strengthening of the army calls for 
the following military establishment : 

A standing army of 120,000. 

A trained reserve army eventually of 300,000 men. 

A continental or ‘‘irregular’’ volunteer army of 200,000 
trained in a six months’ instruction course, 

A re-drganized national guard of 150,000 under federal 
supervision and pay. : 

The doubling of the field artillery and ammunition equip- 
ment and an expenditure of more than $1,000,000 on aero 
planes. 

An important feature of the plan, recently added, is a 
provision whereby the cost of financing the increased strength 
of the army will be spread over a number of years. Under this 
arrangement not more than $200,000,000 would be appropriat- 
ed for the support of the land forces next year, The proposal 
to double the size of the standing army was rejected by Seere 
tary Garrison for the reason that it would take several years 
to train a sufficient number of officers to command so large a 
force.
